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The following constitutes the reasons for this @it the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

All applications for construction or acquisition ah electric generation facility must be filed
with the Nebraska Power Review Board. The Boaaliborized to approve the application if it
finds that:

1. the application will serve the public convenienoe aecessity; and

2. the applicant can most economically and feasiblypbuthe electric service resulting
from the proposed construction or acquisition withainnecessary duplication of
facilities and operations.

In 2003, the Legislature created in statute a sppetass of facility application that is treatedaas
“special generation application” for purposes ofieev and approval by the Board. A “special
generation application” is defined as:

1. an application from a public utility;

2. for a renewable energy generation facility;

3. that would generate not more than ten thousanavkiiis (10 megawatts) of electric
energy.

A “special generation application” that meets thespiirements can be approved by the Board if
the Board determines that the application will pdevpublic benefits even though it may not
constitute the most economically feasible genemnatiation.

LB 705 would expand the size of renewable energilitia that is eligible for treatment as a

special generation application from ten thousanidwatts (10 megawatt) to twenty-five

thousand kilowatts (25 megawatts). Increasing slze to 25 megawatts provides further
encouragement to our public power utilities to depeenewable energy facilities — particularly
wind energy.
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
